June 1st. 
Under the new law, which 
repeals the act o f 1891, perso nal pro p­ 
erty m ast be listed between the 
1st day 
o f March and the 15th dav o f May. 
This giv es sev enty-fiv e days to the wo rk. 
In nearly ev ery co unty o f the State as­ 
sesso rs hav e experienced difficulty in 
finishing their wo rk in sixty days, and 
as the pay o f assesso rs and their depu­ 
ties is pro v ided fo r in an appro priatio n 
by the co unty co uncils, and is based up­ 
o n sixty days, it has o ftimes o ccurred 
that the assesso rs hav e been co mpelled 
to put in extra time witho ut pay. 
Law 
suits hav e resulted in o ne o r two co un­ 
ties, attem pts hav ing been made by as­ 
sesso rs to co mpel co unty co uncils to 
make appro priatio ns fo r the additio nal 
time. 
It is believ ed that with fifteen 
extra days there will be no difficulty in 
finishing the wo rk in time. 
Ano ther adv antage in the new law is 
the extra time that will be allo wed 
co mity audito rs to co mplete their du­ 
plicates. 
There are a number o f mino r changes 
in the laws in the manner o f listing 
pro iierties. 
Blanks and schedules hav e 
been changed. 
All o f these m atters are 
to be paimly set and printed fo r distri­ 
butio n amo ng o o unty o fficials.

first and Illino is seco ud. 
Michigan is 
belo w Indiana, Io wa is way do wn at 
ninth place and Ohio stands tenth, {lay­ 
ing male teachers but thirty fiv e aud 
wo men twenty-nine do llars lier mo uth. 
Ohio [Jays the lo west wages to men 
teachers in all the no rthern states, aud 
o nly Maine, New Hampshire and Ver­ 
mo nt pay l‘*ss to wo men. 
Io wa, o f the 
Mississippi v alley states aud territo ries, 
pays the lo west wages next to Lo uisi­ 
ana. 
Its scho o l buildings are, ho wev er, 
no tably fine. 
The teacher’s wage law enacted by the 
late general assembly reduces the pay 
o f teachers fo r attending the co unty in­ 
stitute. 
The new law pro v ides that the 
first term teachers shall receiv e per day 
an amo unt determined by multiplying 


2 ’4 o ents by the av erage grade; seco nd 
and third term teachers receiv e 
2 kg 
cents multiplied by the av erage grade. 
The uew law adds two per cent. to the 
av erage grade. 
This wo uld giv e the 
teachers ninety o ents, o ne do llar and 
ll .IO per mo uth fo r attending tile insti­ 
tute. 
But the law pro v ides that the 
teacher must attend the full sessio n to 
receiv e any {lay fo r attending institute.

There apt tears to be co nsiderable m is­ 
understanding o f the game laws amo ng 
many spo rtsmen o f the State, and D. 
T. Sweeney, o f Co lumbus, Co mmissio n­ 
er o f Fisheries and Game, has becu re­ 
ceiv ing many inquiries relativ e to the 
license clause. 
In letters sent o ut to 
hunters, Mr. Sweeney says: 
“ No hunting o f any so rt is legal be­ 
tween Octo ber I aud No v ember IO w ith­ 
o ut a license, and all fo rmer licenses is­ 
sued hav e been rev o ked and are no t 
v alid.” 
These licenses are to be o btained by 
making applicatio n to the co mmissio n­ 
er. 
The sho rt license seaso n was de­ 
v ised to giv e additio nal pro tectio n to 
quail fo r the fo rty days prev io us to the 
o pen seaso n. 
The hunting o f water 
fo wl and squirrels is legal daring this 
perio d, bat in years past it was fo und 
that many unscrupulo us hunters used 
their guns o n quail also 
The license is 
simply a guarantee o f tile reliability o f 
the tinnier aud will no t be issued unless 
the co mmissio ner is satisfied that the 
applicant is wo rthy o f co nfidence.”

ha d notice of the obstruction in the 
street for severa l months prior to the 
time of the a ccident.

sa ys in her compla int tha t in crossing 
the tra cks a t tha t point she struck her 
’toe a ga inst the na il a ud fell, brea king 
her left a rm a nti otherwise injuring lier 
ht*a » I, bely, twek a mi limbs. 
Mrs. Alexa nder resa les on West Third 
street, in this city, a short dista nce from 
where she wa s injured.

Forty yea rs a go tomorrow (Sepi. 19. 
1863) First-Lieutena nt Willia m Bea le, of 
this city, wa s iu comma nd of Co. D, 
6 8 th Iud. lofty, in the severest ba ttle of 
Hie wa r—a t Chica ma uga .

were thirty six men. 
There lie 
wa s 
severely wounded a ud ta ken prisoner 
with twelve other 
who

wounded. 
Arthur J . Ga tes, of this oily, 
a ud Sa muel B. J ones, of Milroy, were 
with him. 
Of the thirty-seven enga ged 
one wa s killed a nd twentv-one wounded 
—three dying a few da ys’ a fter—only 
six a re now known to be living. 
No 
pen coa id jMirtra y the horror* of the 
week a f ta r the two da y* struggle. 
The 
unburied dea d, horses a nd men, torn 
a nd swollen, the a gony of the wounded, 
crying for wa ter, the moa ning of the 
winds through the 
sha dowy forest, 
a dded to Hie loneliness. 
The ba ttlefield 
wa s held by the enemy, whose losses 
were over twenty thousa nd men ma king 
it impossible for them to ca re for their 
own a nd our wounded. 
Our tota l Ions 
wa s over sixteen thousa nd men a nd 
da riug Sunda y night we fell ba ck a bout 
two miles a ud reformed our lilies a t 
Rosw ell Ga p. 
The 68 h Iud Rgt went iuto the ba t­ 
tle with 340 limn a nd lost 137. 
It is 
doubtful if the sun ever revea led a sa d­ 
der sight tha n the !<a ttlefield a few da vg 
a fter the ooh oa t. 
Belee tiid it* victims 
in the la va a nd Hie oo a u storms benea th 
its wa ves. 
The 
ba tties 
of 
Na sh Ville, 
Cha t­ 
ta nooga a nd Lookout Mounta in, were 
specta cula r, witnessed by thous a mt of 
citizens but in Chica ma uga wood * there 
were noue to cheer or comfort, friend 
a nd foe la y side by ja de in the lonely 
woods.
